Thousands Gather to Work Out 
National Home Plans 


Congress Concerned Over Nazi 
Reign of Terror—To Com- 
bat Hitler Move 


Through the courtesy of W. G. Foster, 
Managing Editor, and Mr. Ben Brigit, 
Reporter of the Chattanooga Times, we 
are permitted to extend to our people the 
following article. 


PRAGUE.—An epic story of nation- 
building without a parallel in the history 
of our times lay behind the gathering at 
Prague, the capital of the new state of 
Czechoslovakia, of an assembly that was 
beyond doubt the most remarkable in che 
world. 

The eighteenth world Zionist congress 
had drawn from every corner of the globe, 
from the great metropolises of the five 
continents, from the towns, villages and 
hamlets of every civilized country thou- 
sands of Jews who had for the moment 
transformed Prague into a veritable city 
of Israel. They were attending the great 
parliament of the Jewish people that has 
been held every two years since the early 
days of the present century. 

The Zionist congress was the supreme 
representative authority of the Jewish 
national movement for the restoration of 
Palestine, the land of Israel, as the his- 
toric heritage of the Jewish people and 
as the new homeland of this world-scat- 
tered race, torn and scarred by twenty 
centuries of persecution and dispersion. 

It was the dramatic and visible illus- 
tration of the most amazing race sur- 
vival in human history, the living mani- 
festation of the Jewish wandering over 
the face of the globe, and an astonishing 
racial cohesion which has overcome un- 
told trials and suffering and triumphed 
over enemies long forgotten in the dust 
of time. 


The congress met at a moment both of 
triumph and of tragedy for the Jewish 
nation. 


On the one hand, the Zionist move- 
ment, after thirty-seven years of struz- 
gle, often bordering on despair, was wit- 
nessing the achievement of its ideals in 
the firm establishment of a Jewish na- 
tional home in Palestine under the man- 
datory authority of Britain. On the other, 
the terrorism of man persecution in Ger- 
many ruthlessly pursuing an openly <ie- 
clared aim to exterminate the Jews of 
Germany, politically and economically, 
savagely encouraging their physical sup- 
pression by violence and _ preaching a 
world war.of anti-Semitic race hatred, 
had cast a gloom over the whole Jewish 
nation, 

To continue the triumphant work of a 
regenerated Palestine and to combat the 
menace of Hitler and his doctrines of 
hate, was the dual function of the con- 
gress. 

Nothing is more remarkable in the 
story of human endeavor than the success 
of the New Palestine that the Zionist 
movement has accomplished. 

Within the short spacé of less than 
twenty years, the Holy Land, left derelict 
and desolate after centuries of Turkish 
misrule and destruction, where time stood 
still and the march of progress failed to 
penetrate, has been transformed into a 
veritable land of promise replete with 
modernity, ecstatic with new ideas and 
economic life, and aflame with hope for 
a future of prosperity and progress. 

Not more than twenty years ago Pales- 
tine was but a relic of the Bible, sadly 
neglected and barely known in the busy 
workaday world. What was once the “land 
of milk and honey” had become a desert, 
primitive and desolate. The Arab inhabi- 
tants lived and worked and died as their 
forefathers of many centuries ago had 
lived and worked and died. 

The camel and the donkey were stil! 
the sole means of transport; the primi- 
tive plow, merely scratching the surface 
of the soil and pulled by bullock, camel 
and ass incongruously yoked together, 
was still the sole method of agriculture. 
The Arab still dwelt in his village of 


mud huts, wore the same clothing as his 
ancestors and exed out a miserable live- 
lihood in squalor and disease and some- 
thing axin to bondage to his master, the 
“effendi.” 

The “cedars of Lebanon” and_ the 
“Smiling. Slopes of Judea” had become 
only a historical memory. The -hills, once 
densely wooded, were now bare, barren 
rocks, scorched white by the blistering 
eastern sun; the valleys, once rich and 
fertile, were now miserably poor and for- 
lorn. The rivers that once flowed had long 
since dried up and their beds had become 
“wadis” of parched and whitened stone. 

Water was a luxury haphazardly col: 
lected in the sunken wells. of biblical 
days; artificial light was unknown save 
for the fluttering candle and the rude oil 
lamp which were the hallmark of luxury 
and the indulgence only of the rich and 
well-to-do. 

Disease stalked the land, unchecked; 
malaria, rising thickly from the stagnant 
pools and dirt heaps in the towns and the 
countryside, took a devastating toll of hu- 
man life. 

This was the land that once was_the 
glory of the Hebrew race, the scene of 
the power and pomp of the kings of 
Judea, of the golden age of Solomon and 
his temple and of the luxury and prosper. 
ity denounced by the thundering voice »f 
the prophets of Israel. 

This was the land which the Jew; thru 
twenty centuries of exile, never ceased to 
mourn and to which his daily prayers 
urged him to return. This was the desic- 
cated remnant of bygone glories that the 
first handful of Jewish settlers found for- 
ty or more years ago when, fleeing from 
persecution in eastern Europe and the 
bloody pogroms of czarist Russia, thev 
sought refuge in the Palestine of their an- 
cestors. ‘ 

These few Jews, with their wives and 
children, founded small agricultural set- 
tlements near Jaffa and in the plain of 
Esdraelon. suffering untold hardships. 
amid hostile Arabs. They were the pio- 
neers of the New Palestine, like the he- 
roes of the covered wagon pioneers of - 
the great middle west of America. 

Trial and tragedy pursued them re 
lentlessly, they toiled and suffered and 
died, but they held on grimly and per- 
sisted. Out of their courage and heroism 
grew the miracle of modern Palestine. 

Today some 200,000 Jews have settled 
in Palestine, the overwhelming majority 
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during the past fifteen years. They have 
come from every nook and corner of the 
globe; from the hard and hazardous 
towns and villages of Russia and Poland, 
from Rumania and Austria, from South 
Africa and Australia, from London, New 
York, Berlin and Paris. 

The plains and hills and vailey of -he 
Holy’ Land have, within this brief spac? 
of time, been remolded beyond the wild- 
est dreams. of the most extravagant 
idealist. ‘ 

Dotted throughout the country, literally 
from Dan to Beersheba, “colonies,” as 
they are called, have sprung up in luxuri- 
ant profusion. There are some 200 of 
these agriculturial settlements— some 
with only about a score of settlers, othexs 
like Rishon le Zion, Petach Tikvah and 
Hederah, with thousands of inhabitants, 
cultivating the soil, raising fertile and 
abundant crops, rearing fine cattle and 
dairy produce, and sowing the country 
side with resplendent and perfumed 
orange groves and orchards of luscious 
fruits. 

The historic valley of Jezreel, stretch- 
ing from Nazareth to the Lake of Galilee, 
in Bible days a bloody battlefield, and, till 
the New Palestine was born, a vast for- 
bidding malarial swamp, is now a smiling 
landscape of rich fields of colorful farms 
and orchards. The swamps have _ beer 
drained and the “colonies” connected with 
fine arterial roads where formerly not 
even a donkey track was seen. 

Agriculture is carried on with the lat- 
est devices of science. In the fields you 
will see at work the latest plowing ma- 
chine, driven by motor tractor, and the 
most up-to-date threshing apparatus f 
Europe and America. 

In these colonies the new Jew has been 
born. They are the artisans, the doctors 
and lawyers and students and the small 
merchants of the European ghettoes who 
have acquired a new appearance and 
physique under the Palestine sun and the 
soil of the Holy Land. The bent, crouch- 
ed posture, and the hunted, often cring- 
ing look of the ghetto have gone to be re- 
placed by the open, free and courageous 
visage of a freeborn and happy peasantry. 

At work on the soil, tilling and harvest- 
ing, are men and women who have for- 
saken the books of the European univer- 
sities for the plow—these are the Chalut- 
zim, the pioneers of New Judea, the imi- 
tators of a new race divorced for cen- 
turies from the soil. 

On the fragrant coastal plain running 
down to the Mediterranean great orange 
plantations have been sown, and from 
them millions of boxes of the famous 
Jaffa oranges reach the fruit markets of 
the world. 

Towns have sprung up along the Ju- 
dean coast with miraculous rapidity, with 
factories, workshops and every kind of 
commercial enterprise conducted on the 
latest models of modern progress. 

Most remarkable of all is the town, now 
rapidly become a city, of Tel Aviv, adjoin- 
ing Jaffa. It is the first and only com- 
pletely Jewish city in the world. From the 
street dustmen to the mayor it is all-Jew- 
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ish. 

Twenty years ago Tel Aviv did not ex- 
ist, even as a name. Its site was a barren 
sand dume without a blade of grass and 
not even the semblance of a wooden hut. 

Today it is a modern European town 
of 70,000 Jewish inhabitants, with fine 
streets lined by magnificent buildings and 
fine shops and interspersed by broad 
macadam roads through which run luxuri- 
ous motor cars and omnibuses and every 
sort of commercial vehicle. It has its 
theaters and opera house, its great restau- 
rants and modern hotels. The “plage” of 
Tel Aviv, with its gayly attired bathers 
and promenaders, can rival Deauville and 
Le Touquet in brightness and charm. 

Tel Aviv is a triumph of enterprise; 
the magic product of Jewish activity and 
sacrifice, for in its building, against ava- 
lanches of criticism and derisien, vast 
fortunes have been spent and lost, and 
many have perished on the way. 

On the slopes of Mount Carmel, above 
the seaport of Haifa, another Jewish 
town is now in the course of construction, 
while in Haifa itself a new harbor has re- 
cently been constructed, destined to make 
it the greatest seaport of the Mediterran- 
ean and the great depot for the oil fields 
of Iraq and the commerce of the Near 
East. 

Jerusalem itself has been restored to a 
new magnificence, It has been cleansed 
and rebuilt. Its dusty bypaths have been 
replaced by broad European streets and 
on the hills surrounding it fine residen- 
tial suburbs have been created. Great 
new buildings have sprung up mushroom- 
like, and on the Mount of Olives now 
stands the magnificent new edifice of the 
recently created Hebrew university. 

Great electrical schemes bring light and 
power to every home and factory in ev- 
ery village and hamlet; for this the 
waters of the Jordan itself have been har- 
nessed. New reservoirs and pipe lines 
bring water to the houses of the towns 
and to the fields in the country, in a form- 
erly thirst-dried land. Broad roads of 
ultra-modern construction run throughout 
the length and breadth of the land, thru 
the steep and winding hills of Judea and 
across the plains from Jaffa to Haifa and 
from Jerusalem to Jericho and the Dead 
sea. 

A few years ago Palestine was a hor- 
net’s nest of unrest and revolt. The Arabs 
were hostile to the new Jewish “inva- 
sion” and terrorism and banditry ruled. 
Today Arab hostility has gone almost ro 
vanishing point, for the new Jewish set- 
tlement has brought prosperity to the 
land. 

It is a remarkable tribute to this great 
enterprise of national rebuilding that, 
in a world ridden and sore with trade de- 
pression and commercial stagnation, Pal- 
estine is vital with activity and optimism. 
It is a country where there vs not only no 
unemployment, but a constant and grow- 
ing demand for more and more labor. 

The Jewish people who were thought io 
regard with scorn a “crazy experiment” 
are flocking in thousands to the new Pai- 
estine homeland and are pouring vast 
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fortunes into its rebuilding. Palestine is 


a very bright spot in the black Jewish - 


world of oppression and tyranny, and it 
is here that the salvation of the Jewish 
victims of the nazi terror is being sought. 

The Zionist movement has thus reach- 
ed its triumph; it looks at last on ‘its 
Promised Land. Its success emphasizes 
the tragedy of its founder and the drama 
of its progress. 

Theodore Herzl, the creator of modern. 
Zionism, was, in the early ’90s, a young 
journalist of Vienna, a critic of art and 
letters who had forgotten Judaism and 
knew little of its faith. Suddenly the 
Dreyfus case in France—a Jewish army 
captain falsely accused of selling military 
secrets to Germany—roused a world fury 
of anti-Semitism, already raging in the 
massacres and persecution of the Jews of 
Russia. 

In face of this outburst the Jewish 
spark in Herzl blazed forth in a new- 
found flame of love for his people and in 
the birth of a burning ideal to rescue 
them. He conceived the idea of the restor- 
ation of Palestine to the Jews as the one 
solution of the Zionist movement and 
traveled unceasingly to the great cities 
of Europe to enlist the sympathy and sup- 
port of the rich Jews. 

He met with little success. He sought 
with astonishing courage and finally ob- 
tained an audience with the sultan of Tur- 
key, then the overlord of Palestine. From 
him he asked a Jewish charter for Pales- 
tine, for which he offered $10,000,000. 

Abdul Hamid promiscd, but never ful- 
filled his promise. 

Herzl called the first World Zionist 
congress in 1898, but, though enthusiasm 
was intense, it was but a bubble in the 
ocean. The masses were aflame with the 
great new ideal of a regenerated Israel, 
but the material response was wholly 
inadequate and its wealthy, — influential 
Jews were openly hostile. But Herzl had 
recreated the Jewish people, whose new 
national anthem became “Hatikvah, the 
Hope.” 

In 1904 Herz} died of consumption and 
a broken heart. He has passed into legend 
as the modern Moses. : 

Thereafter the Zionist movement was 
kept alive by a band of Herzl’s disciples 
and the steadfast belief of the people; it 
persisted, for it was based on an inde- 
structible ideal, yet it declined. It passed 
through years of tribulation, its fire con- 
stantly kept alight by its devoted. mis- 
sionaries. 

Then came the war, with its miracle 
for Zionism. In 1915 Lloyd George called 
on the chemical experts of Britain to find 
the formula for a naval explosive which 
was the secret of Germany. In Manchester 
university was a junior demonstrator in 
chemistry called Chaim Weizmann. He 
was also one of the pioneers and leaders 
of the Zionist movement. Weizmann dis- 
covered the chemical formula and offer- 
ed it to the British government. 

It is related that when asked what he 
wanted for his discovery, he answered: 
“If Britain and the allies should conquer 
Palestine, remember the historic claims 
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of the Jewish people to their ancient 
homeland.” 

Palestine was conquered. In 1917 Lord 
Balfour, in the name of the British gov- 
ernment, issued the famous Belfour dec- 
laration recognizing the claim and prom- 
ising to encourage the establishment of i 
“Jewish national home in Palestine.” 


Echoes of the General Assembly 
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Weizmann succeeded Theodore Herzl 
as the leader of the Jewish people and 
thenceforward Jewry began its march 
from 2,000 years of exile, dispersion and 
persecution to rebuild the ancient Land of 
Israel and to a rebirth of the Jewish na- 


tion.

The 28th Annual Assembly has come 
and gone and is now recorded on the 
pages of the history of the Church of God 
as the greatest Assembly held in previous 
years.

The music in charge of Brother Otis 
McCoy was beyond description. He had 
such a variety—the congregational sing- 
ing, select songs, solos, duets, quartets, 
brass band from Illinois, parts of other 
bands, and a large number of stringed in- 
struments. We had some of the best tal- 
ent in the world. We sat spellbound and 
would wonder what next. The beautifal 
strains of music filling the large Audl- 
torium from time to time gave us a fore- 
taste of heaven. 

The addresses and sermons of the As- 
sembly were simply great. Each speaker 
seemed to have a special anointing for his 


subject. Each subject was the special one 
for that particular time. Surely the Lord 
directed the General Overseer in making 
out this program. After listening to Broth- 
er Clark’s message on “Tragedy of Mod- 
ernism,” one party remarked that if they 
returned home without hearing anythiag 
else they would feel well repaid for com- 
ing, and this is about the sentiment uf 
the people in regard to the different dis- 
courses made. 

The Sunday morning service was given 
over to the orphanage program which 
consisted of songs, recitations, drills and 
plays.

Then special music was rendered by 
the Cornet Quartet of Eldorado, Ill., uf- 
ter which Brother D. R. Moreland, of 
Maryland, boosted “The Church of God 
Young People’s Endeavor,” the paper 
edited for the young people’s work by 
Sister Alda B. Harrison. She worked sv 
hard all during the Assembly in the 
bookstand taking subscriptions for the 
paper in order to see it go over the top. 
Great interest was aroused in the paper 
by Brother Moreland’s talx and also by 
the work so unselfishly done by Sister 
Harrison, so we believe there is a great 
future for the paper that the young peo- 
ple so need in their work to make a suc- 
cess.

This was the largest 
delegation ever marched at the Assembly. 
Each state represented marched to the 
platform and as they went they shouted 
and praised God. They reported victory 
and increase in churches and members 
We have not space to tell of the great bat- 
tles fought and won during the past year. 

‘Jamaica reported thirty-seven churches. 
Nine new churches were organized in 
Kentucky. They had their first state con- 
vention in the New England States last 
year, and some of the greatest revivals 
‘evéf witnessed in Mississippi. Fourteen 
“new churches were organized in North 
Carolina, and two in Mexico which is a 
ripe field for laborers. Eight hundred 
eighty-four new members were added to 
the Church in Tennessee. Almost a 
thousand received the Holy Ghost in 
Texas: One hundred received the Holy 
Ghost in New Mexico. Nine new ministers 
‘were gained in Virginia. Fourteen new 
churches were organized in West Virgin- 
ia. Sister Moss spoke in behalf of China. 

Tuesday morning at 11:30 the time had 
‘come for the memorial service. Heasts 
were sad as the different speakers to'd 
of the faithful soldiers of the cross who 
departed ‘this life during the past yer. 
While the secretary read the names of the 
deceased, seven in number, Brother Milli- 
gan placed.a pink rose bud in a vase on 
‘the pulpit stand in memory of their faith- 
ful. service while here on earth. Dear Sis- 
ter Heath was among the last to go home. 
How we missed her at the piano. There 
was dear old Sister Cotton, one among 
the oldest evangelists, wno fought manv 
a battle and won many vectories and has 
gone to be with Jesus. The other faithful 
soldiers have fought a good fight and fin- 
ished their course and gone on to re- 
ceive the crown laid up for them. 

A very interesting service Wednesdav 
morning was the one for all ministers 
over sixty years of age, J. B. Ellis !n 
charge. Quite a number of ministers above 
sixty marehed to the platform. ‘Ihey sang 
“When the Battle is Over We Shall Wear 
a Crown.” 
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The quartet sang “Will the Gates Swing 
Wide for Me?” 

Brother Trim was the first to speak. 
He gave a review of old battles fougit 
and victories won in the gospel work. A 
quartet sang “I Will Meet You in the 
Morning” midst shouts and praises to 
God. The ministers on the platform had 
an old time handshake, there was rejoic- 
ing, the power fell and the congregation 
rejoiced with them. Brother M. A. Loon2y 
was the next speaker. All those who have 
heard him in years past will remember 
how he touches the hearts of the people 
With his messages, of love. It was a mir- 
acle that he was able to be there, he cam=> 
very near crossing over during the past 
year. Next speaker was Brother H. B 
Simmons. He told of o'd pioneer days, 
of how they traveled over the country 
spreading this gospel. He told of how the 
people would spend their time talking 
about Ged instead of gossiping. He pic- 
tured out the old time religion. All on 
the platform sang, “Where We'll Never 
Grow Old.” 


Thursday night the colored people had 
charge of the service, Brother Curry in 
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charge. This is an important night during 
the Assembly, and is looked forward..to 
with rejoicing. The program consisted “f 
singing, testifying and speaking, and 
Brother Sapp brought the message which 
was enjoyed by all present.

GENERAL INDEBTEDNESS 


For many years we have had the burden of paying the debts 











of the Church that were made before the property and name 
were turned over to the Church of God under the General Over- 
seership of F. J. Lee. Since that time we have paid along on the 
debts and now we are putting on a drive and we must raise 
enough money to finish paying off the debts. In previous years 


some of our good, loyal people have responded to every proposi- : 


tion made, while others do not seem to take the interest they 
should. 


At the last Assembly it was decided to prorate the debts, 


taking into consideration the number of churches and members 
in each state and turning over to the State Overseer the amount 
that should be collected in his state. This data will be furnished 
by the General Secretary at an early date. The General Indebt- 
edness Committee, E. C. Clark, Chairman, has prorated the debts 
to 40c per member. This will not entirely liquidate the debts, but 
we will have some money coming in from the Publishing House 
that will make up the shortage. It will be the duty of each State 
Overseer to get this before his people at once and by the help of 
the good Lord we will be able to raise this shortly. 

It was also decided by the Assembly that each state rais- 
ing their amount will be released from any obligation in the fu- 
ture concerning this present General Indebtedness. 

Looking forward to great success in this final move to lift 
this burden of debts so the Church may use what money may 
come to her for the furtherance of the gospel, I am

International Ghurch of God Sunday 
School Gampaign

The 28th Annual Assembly of the 
Church of God, Cleveland, Tenn. passed a 
measure providing for an International 
Sunday School Campaign to increase the 
membership of all Church of God Sunday 
Schools, 

It is recommended that each Sunday 
School which shall participate in this 
campaign shall send in the amount of 
$1.00 for each one hundred or fraction 
of members; that is to say, a school from 
one to one hundred members shall send 
in $1.00; a school from one hundred to 
two hundred members shall send in $2.00; 
a school from two hundred to three hun- 
dred members shall send in $3.00; etc. 


This money shall be sent to Headquar- 
ters to the General Secretary to be used 
in the purchase of a trip to the Holy 
Land. This trip is to be awarded to the 
contestant obtaining the largest number 
of new members by the next Assembly, 
said campaign to close the last Sunday in 
September 1934. 


In order for any Sunday School to par- 
ticipate in this contest they must deposit 
with the General Secretary the amount 
designated in this recommendation at the 
time of their entrance in the contest. The 
way of raising this amount of money 
shall be left with the local church. 


The number of contestants participat- 
ing in this campaign in each local school 
shall be determined by the school. 


The Church of God Publishing House 
is printing a large number of coupon 
books to be used in this campaign. Each 
Sunday School shall order from the Pub- 
lishing House as many as one coupon 
boox for each contestant. Contestants will 
give to those solicited a coupon from said 
book, the which when presented at a 
Chureh of God Sunday School will count 
as one credit on the Palestine excursion. 
The local Sunday School Secretary shal! 
count coupons taken up each Sunday and 
shall report to the General Secretary at 
the close of each month the amount of 
coupons received, together with the 
names to which they are to be accredited. 


In the event a greater amount of money 
is raised than that necessary to finance 
the Holy Land excursion, the sum total 
of said balance, minus any office or cle-i- 
cal expenses attendant therewith, shall 
go to the Sunday School treasury at 
Headquarters. In the event there is not 
enough money raised for the Palestine 
excursion, what money has been raised 
in this campaign, minus any office or 
clerical expense attendant therewith, 
shall be given to the contestant obtaining 
the most new. scholars during the year.
